Revolution

When I was a young man I was sent 
to St. Petersburg by my employers to 
establish a depot for the sale of the 
themical goods they manufactured. 
i had letters to the American ambas- 


andor and, desiring to see something |

@re as much opposed to the autocracy 
‘of the czar as those who are beneath 
them. Her name was Vera Nicho 
Jaevna. 

I went to my lodgings, and as soon 
as I had entered and locked the door 
lof my bedroom | took out the phial I 

received to have a look at it. It 
‘contained a colorless liquid. | was 
Rempted to touch my tengue to the 
tents, but dare not, Being a chem. 

J resolved to analyze the liquid and | 


the next day did so. Tt was Ineky | 


that I had refrained from touching my | 


tongue to It, for it. was a deadly poison, 
I was for some time a prey to con+ 
flicting emotions, Had it not been for 


| the personality of the girl and Its effect 


upon me | would not for a moment 
have been tempted to meet her with the 
likely result of being drawn Into a 
dangerous position, Visions of dun- 
geons, of Siberia, of the scaffold haunt- 
ed me. On the other band, | could not 
banish ber from my mind. I was hor- 
ror stricken that one so young, 80 
beautiful, should be implicated and 
longed to prevent her golng a step fur- 
ther and becoming an assassin. I 
thought of her working in the mines 
at Kara or dragged to the scaffold, and 
while doing so | considered making 
her acquaintance and using the secret 
I possessed to compel her to desist 
from political crime. 

Nevertheless 1 did nothing at the 


time and would have done nothing had | 


not fate thrown a second and a much 
greater temptationin my way. Months 
passed, and, having finished my work 
St. Petersburg, I applied for my 
At 
the railway station I climbed into a 
compartment of a car, taking a seat 
by the window on the opposite side 
from which | had entered. There was 
but one other person in the compart- 
ment, and the light was insufficient for 
me to see him or her distinctly, for I 
could not make out whether | was 
looking at a man ora woman. A long 
ulster reaching from the chin to the 
ankles concealed the figure, but I 
thought I saw a slight adornment to 
the felt hat indicating that the wear- 
er was a woman. 

The passenger was looking out of the 
window, apparently watching for some 
one, Presently the guard shut the 
door, but my fellow traveler did not 
cease to watch. The train was mov- 
ing out of the station when I heard a 
gasp more like that of a woman than 
a man, and, looking out, I saw a man 
running to catch the train. The train 
gathered speed, but from my position 
I could not see the man chasing it. 
The passenger put her head out the 
window, but soon withdrew it and fell 
back on the cushion. 

“Did he catch it?" I asked. 

There was no reply for a few mo- 
ments; then suddenly the other person, 


starting up, threw open tbe ulster and 
revealed the figure of a woman. 
Great heavens! She was the girl 


who had handed me the phial at the 
Winter palace. 

“He is on the footboard. When the 
train stops he will come to arrest me. 
That means for me the mines. Death 
is far preferable. I am going to die.” 

She made a spring for the window, 
but I caught her. 

Sacrifice—very great sacrifice—rarely 
comes when we are in our sober 
senses, It takes us by impulse. Look- 
ing backward, I wonder how I could 
have done what 1 did then, and I 
shudder. 1 defied the czar of all the 
Russias. I persuaded the girl to give 
me her ulster and ber hat, while t 
transferred to her my fur overcoat, 
my traveling cap and a steamer rug 
for a lap robe. With these articles, 
the cap drawn down over her eyes, 
she was well covered and, sitting in a 
far corner, could not be told from a 
man. I put on her ulster and her hat 
and when the train stopped was sit- 
ting by the door, while Vera Nicho- 
laewna sat where I had been, pretend- 
ing to sleep. When the train stopped 
1 knew a search was being made, and 
presently the door of our compart- 
ment opened, and an officer of police 
jooked in. 

“I am lost!” 
voice. 

The officer wanted no better evi- 
dence that I was his quarry. I was 
ordered to get out of the car, the door 
was closed, and my captor told the 
guard that the train could go on. 

My object was to deceive the officer 
as to my identity as long as possible, 
and this was not an easy matter, since 
I was a man and he was looking fora 
woman. I wrapped my ulster about 
me and kept my hat well down over 
my face. It was night, and this helped 
me. Luckily I wore no beard, 1 was 
taken to the jail of the town in which 
1 was captured and locked up. As 
soon as the key was turned on me | 
muttered: 

“Thank heaven, she may be saved!” 

The next morning the mistake was 
discovered. I was sent to St. Peters- 
burg charged with assisting a political 
prisoner to escape. 1 wrote to the 
American ambassador to help me, but 
had little expectation that my letter 
would be given him. It was not, and 
I languished in a dungeon. 

1 wrote again to the ambassador, 
but my letter was not permitted to 
reach him. Some unknown person in- 
formed him of my condition, where- 
upon he worked hard for me. He 
would have failed bad he not made 
personal application to the czar. The 
emperor was at the time asking for a 
concession on the part of the United 
States in a matter pending between 
the two governments, and a bargain 
was finally struck by which the con- 
cession was made on the one side, 
while 1 was granted a pardon on the 
other. After several months spent in 
captivity | was released, given my 
passport and told to leave Russia by 
the first train. 

From my parting with Vera Nicho- 
laevna, when | was arrested, till the 
present I have never seen her nor 
heard of her except indirectly. One 
day long after I reached America a 
Russian came to see me and told me 
that for the sacrifice | had made to the 
cause of freedom in Russia, if | had 
any favor to ask of him, it wonld be 
granted so far as possible, I told bim 
that | desired no recompense except to 
know where Vera Nicholaevna was. 
To this he replied that it was the only 
impossible favor | could ask, for Vera 
Nicholaevna waa lost to the world; 
ber identity had been buried.

When 
monkeys catch sight of their enemy 
blinking under the trees they be- 
come greatly excited, and all chatter 
together, As soon. as the leopard 


hears this he lies down under a bush 
|/and begins to click his teeth to- 


gether. 
This noise seems to make the 
monkeys beside themselves with

) leopard’s head, jumping up and down 


on the branches, shrieking and chat- 
tering. Below, the leopard \ aits 
motionless, clicking his teeth, until

{its footing and comes to the ground 


with a thud—and then the leopard 
is on it in a bound. 

“IT had always received this In- 
formation with some doubt,” con- 
tinues the correspondent, “until I 
one day saw at any rate the first 
acts of the tragedy.

has slightly diminished, must alike 
stand aside. Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
whe is now 38, was 27 when he first 
undertook polar work, and about 35 
when he made his great march to 
within 97 miles of the South Pole. 
Capt. Scott was 33 when he set out 
in 1901 for the Antarctic, and 44 
wher he died. Prof, David, who ac- 
companied Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
expecition and led the party to the 
south magnetic pole, was nearly 61. 
Peary was 53 when he discovered the 
North Pole, and Amundsen 40 when 
he discovered the South Pole, 


Royal Visitors’ Books, 


The books in which royal! visitors 
inscribe their names when calling at 
Buckingham Palace, London, have 
been coveted by collectors for years. 
Recently two new books were provid- 
ed at Buckingham, and the old ones 
removed to the safe keeping of the 
Lord Chamberlain's department, 

The value of these books to auto- 
grapb hunters is almost impossible to 
estimate, and some sensation was 
caused about the court a few years 
ago when it was announced that one 
was missing. Foi'unately a carefu) 
search revealed its whereabouts, 

The books are bound in crimson 
leather, with an imperial crown 
stamped on the back, and are secur- 
ed with a silver clasp. As a rule, each 
book lasts for about two years, but on 
the occasion of the death of King 
Edward over a hundred pages were 
taken up with signatures of callers. 
One of the books is kept at the am- 
bassadors’ entrance to the palace for 
the use of the diplomatic corps and 
official visitors, and the other is at 
the equerries’ entrance, and is used 
by the gener] circle.

Uncle Sam’s Steel Clad Sentinel, the Is- 
land of Oahu. 


Oahu today is the greatest armed 
military camp under the American 
flag, It is the khai-clad sentinel of the 
Pacific, a lone vidette on an everlast- 


ing picket, day and night, year in and 
year out, guarding the approach to the 
Pacific coast, It is a sentinel that cov- 
ers a long beat for, with its lightning 
flashes of battleships and cruisers em- 
anating Jovelike from Pearl Harbor, 
designed to be the greatest naval base 
of the United States by 1915, and with 
the fringe of steel which is to be 
placed in redoubts all around the 177 
mile coast line, it bars the approach of 
a hostile fleet from the far east. 

It is a khaki clad sentinel, for the is- 
land of Oahu, known militarily as the 
Hawalian department of the United 
States army, maintains six military 
posts, of which four are coast defense 
fortresses and the other two are gar- 
rison posts, in which every branch of 
the service is represented. 

Oahu is a vast armed camp, and the 
ground trembles with the tread of in- 
fantry, the rumble of artillery and 
the thud of cavalry hoofs. From 1898, 
when the first garrison of United 
States troops was stationed on the is- 


land with 100 men on duty, the mili- 
tary establishment has grown to 7,000, 
with 4,000 men yet to be assigned to 
duty this year, No mainland coast line 


has so many coast artillery companies 
massed along the shores as Oahu, No 
area of the size of Oahu contains so 
many army posts or as many armed 
men.—Leslie’s. 


LIPTON’S NEW SHAMROCK. 


The Yacht With Which He Will Again 
Try to “Lift That Cup.” 

Shamrock IV., whose keel was re- 
cently cast, will be the first yacht ever 
built in England under the American 
rule of measurement. With this sea 
bird Sir Thomas Lipton will make a 
final effort to win the America’s cup. 
Charles Nicholson, the designer of the 
Shamrock 1V., has been most success- 
ful under the European rules. His 
pach in the fifteen meter class, the 

stria, the Pamela and the Paula II1., 
are exemplifications of this, but these 
craft are sometimes called freaks. 
Nevertheless they win races. Conse- 
quently one bas to look for a so called 
freak in the Shamrock IV. 

All the previous Shamrock cup chal- 
lengers were ninety footers. The new 
yacht will be a seventy-five footer, and 
yet when sbe makes ber appearance 
under canvas next spring she will un- 
doubtedly be regarded with a feeling 
of wonderment by many seasoned 
yachtsmen. The Britannia, one of the 
most successful of English ninety foot- 
ers, carried a little over 10,000 feet of 
eanvas. Since the Britannia’s palmy 
days something has been learned of 
how to crowd sail onto a craft; hence 
there is much curiosity as to the 
amount the Shamrock IV. will hoist. 

Apart from the design, interest cen- 
ters in the fact that the Shamrock IV. 
will be sailed by an amateur, N. P. 
Burton, who has for many years been 
recognized as one of the cleverest 
helmsmen in England.—Argonaut.

QUR FOOT AND YARD 


STANDARD FIXED AFTER CEN- 
TURIES OF CONTENTION, 


The Latest Official Measure Was De. 
cided on In 1855, But Prior to 
That Time Confusion Reigned— 
Hercules’ Foot Was Traditional 
Greek Standard—tIn One Case the 
Measure Went Over 23 Inches. 


Foot rules and yarasticks are so 
common nowadays that not one per- 
son in a thousand ever stops to think 
of their origin. .Yet the length of 
these common arficles was settled 
upon only after centuries of correc- 
tion and contention, and after thous- 
and of years of unsuccessful effort 
to find an unchangeable unit in 
nature, 

The foot has been used in many 
nations, both ancient and modern, 
that scientists believe it was meant 
to be the length of the human foot, 
The Greek foot, for instance, wag 
supposed to be the length of the foot 
of the hero Hercules. However, 
Hercules was a very large man; so 
their unit whs measured 12.14 of our 
inches, The Macedonians probably 
took their unit, according to our 
authority, Mr. Fred Telford, whom 
we quote, from the foot of some 
giant leader, for it was 14.08 inches 
in length. In the middle ages the 
foot in Geneva became 19.21 inches, 
and one foot has been discovered ac- 
tually 23.22 of our inches in length, 
On the other hand, the foot was 9.72 
inches in Phytiha, and only 8.75 imp 
Sicily. 

The Germans, a few centuries ago,. 
attempted to secure a better unit by 
taking the average of a number of 
feet. A surveyor of the sixteenth 
century prescribed this rule: “Stand 
at the door of a church on a Sunday, 
and bid sixteen men to stop, tall 
ones and small ones, as they happen 
to pass out when the service is fin- 
ished; then make them put their left 
foot one behind the other, and the 
length thus obtained shall be the 
right and lawful rood to measure 
and survey the land with, and the 
sixteenth part of it shall be the right. 
and lawful foot.” 

The foot thus selected, though 
undoubtedly capable of considerable 
variation, was less elastic than the 
inch of our early ancestors. It was 
provided by law in 1324 during the 
reign of Edward II., the inch should 
have length of “three barley corns, 
round and dry, laid end to end.’” 
Barley corns differ much in length,. 
even if round and dry; therefore it 
must have been possible t@ vary the: 
inch at will. Strangely enough, 
however, this old unit based on the 
barley corn persists to this day in’ 
some parts in the numbering of 
shoes. Number three shoes are a 
third of an inch—that is, one barley 
corn—larger than number twos; and 
80 with sizes. 

Our yard represents another un- 
successful attempt to find a satisfac- 
tory unit in-nature, In the twelfth 
century, Henry I, decreed that the 
yard should be the distance from 
the end of his nose to the end of his 
thumb; we are not certain, however, 
in what position he held his arm and 
head when the measurements were 
taken. He went so far as to have 
& metal bar of the proper length 
made; and then copies were pre- 
pared, stamped, and declared to be 
royal measures, 

The earliest yardstick now in ex- 
istence was prepared near the end 
of the fifteenth century in the reign 
of Henry VII, This stick, made of 
bronze, measures 35.924 of our mod- 
ern inches in length, and was used 
as the English standara until 1588. 

The new British standard of 1588, 
was called the Winchester yard. It 
was made of brass, and remained the 
legal standard until 1826. ‘The bar 
is in existence to-day, and offers 
ample evidence of the truth of the 
report made by a commissioner who 
examined it in 1742: “A kitchen 
poker, filled at both ends, would 
make as good a standard. It has 
been broken, and repaired so clum- 
sily that the joint is nearly as loose 
as that of a pair of tongs.” Never- 
theless the officials worried with it 
until 1826, for the simple reason 
that they could not agree upon 8 
new standard. 

The belief became common in the 
eighteenth century that such perish- 
able things as the king’s arm made 
unsuitable standards; but it war 
thought that a unit in nature might 
be found in the pendulum. Therefore 
a committee of Parliament, in 1760, 
caused John Bird to prepare a stan: 
dard of measure based upon the secr 
onds’' pendulum, This standard, 
which measured 36.00002 of our 
inches, was not adopted for more 
than sixty years, Finally, in 1824, 1? 
was provided that Bird's yard 
should become the legal standard oF 
the first day of January, 1825. 

The British had not yet learned, 
however, that accurate standards are 
hard to make, and that, once made 
they are worth careful attention, Ix 
the great London fire of 1834 the 
newly adopted standard was so bad: 
ly damaged that it seemed worth- 
less, Moreover, it soon disappeared 
completely, and was not found untii 
1891. No copies had been made, 
and we were again without an accur- 
ate measurement of the yard, 

Bird had left directions for re- 
placing the standard, if it should 
ever be lost, but different scientis 
following these direct: pe produce 
sticks varying widely in length, 
Therefore a new standard was pre: 
pared, as nearly like the old as pos: 
sible. In 1855, Parlianvent ‘adopted 
the standard yard that remains to 
this day in England. It is’ provided 
that “The straight line or distance 
between the centres of the transverse 
lines in the two gold plugs in th 
bronze bar deposited in the office of 
the Exchequer shall be‘the genuing 
Standard yard of 62 degrees F." Ac- 
erate copies were deposited in wide 
ly separate buildings.

In the California lumber camps, 
where the sawdust of the red-woods 
has formerly. been considered a 
positive detriment, it is now being 
sold to fruit growers for the packing 
of choice grapes. For this purpose, 
it has been found as efficient as the 
powdered “cork in which Spanish| 
frapes are packed.
